Democratic 
Orv al Faubus on the inte­ 
gration situation at Little Rock . 
Adams, 
addressing 
an 
Eisen­ 
hower birthday dinner put on by 
Republicans in San Francisco last 
night, spok e of “tragic ev ents” in 
Little 
Rock 
and 
called 
them 
“dramatic additional ev idence of 
the bottomless chasm that cleav es 
the Democratic party in two” on 
civ il rights and other issues. 
As Eisenhower himself did on 
Sept. 28, Adams lit into Faubus 
without mentioning him by name.

Adams’ target as he said that in 
Ark ansas: 
“State 
soldiers

. , .actions hav e been condoned 
that encourage lawlessness in ma­ 
jor regions of our country. . .

And, jabbing 
again at the Democrats, he added 
“we see laid bare the cancer that 
has eaten away that party's abil­ 
ity to giv e responsible serv ice at 
home and abroad." 
In his birthday talk to GOP fund 
raises on the White House lawn, 
Eisenhower made no specific men­ 
tion of Little Rock or the bitter-j 
ness stirred both by the integra­ 
tion crisis there and by his calling 
out of federal troops.

East German Support Irks Adeifauer 


BERLIN if» — West

Chancellor Konrad

said a break in the formal diplo­ 
matic ties between Bonn and B« *l- 
grad« * was lik ely as a warning to

But the diplomats added that the 
two nations might continue work ­ 
ing relations, since West Germany 
is 
Yugoslav ia’s 
most 
important 
trad« * partner. 
Dusan 
Kv eder, 
the 
Yugoslav 
ambassador to Bonn, informed the 
West German Foreign Office last 
night that his gov ernment today 
; would announce 
the establishment 


of diplomatic ties with the Ger­ 
man satellite nation. 
Atlenauer and Foreign Minister 
Heinrich Brentano. in Berlin for 
th** 
opening 
of 
the 
new 
lower 
house of parliament, held an ur­ 
gent meeting on receipt of the Yu­ 
goslav bombshell. 
Allied 
officials 
conceded 
that 
Yugoslav recognition was an im­ 
portant v ictory for Russia and its 
German satellite. Th« * west has 
tried to k« *ep the East German 
regime in diplomatic isolation in 
hopes this would hasten an agree­ 
ment to reunify Germany through 
free ele« *tiions. 
Adenauer 
earlier 
had 
warned 
that his gov ernment would break 
off ties with any nation re« *ogniz- 
ing 
th«* 
East 
Germans regime, 
which the western allies consider 
illegal and not representativ e of 
the 18 million East Germans Ade­ 
nauer made an exception of Rus­ 
sia,

To get rich honestly one must avoid pay ing 
taxes. Apparently it is something of an American 
policy to permit Americans to avoid or evade tax 
pay ments by setting up outside of the United 
States, or, as in the Pak istan Treaty , to avoid 
pay ing taxes in the United Spates by not pay ing 
taxes in Pak istan. (Note to Editors and Readers: 
As illogical as the above sentence is, it is correct 
as to facts and is not a ty pographical error.) 
I have before me a pamphlet entitled “Tax 
and Business Benefits Offered by the Baham as” 
by Sidney R. Pine. Attorney (New York and New 
Jersey )* and StaiTord L. Sands. C.B.E., M.H.A., 
Attorney , Nassau, Bahamas. It is published by 
Prentice-Hall. I give it to y ou as a free service 
to help y ou to avoid taxes by robbing other Amer­ 
icans of y our rightful share in the tax burden. 
The pamphlet begins with this informative 
sentence: 
“At the present time, American corporations 
and businessmen are forming Bahamian holding 
companies or Bahamian distributor-holding com­ 
panies for foreign operations and trade outside of 
the Bahamas And they are accumulating or using 
the dollars earned with little or no restriction by 
Exchange Control. Since there is no income tax 
in the Bahamas and these dollars are earned from 
sources outside the United States, they are com­ 
pletely free of any United States or Bahamian 
income taxes. These 100-cent tax-free dollars can 
be accumulated or used for foreign expansion 
without any tax liability ." 
There is no in.come tax, business tax. sales tax, 
franchise 
tax or tax on 
the accumulation of 
profits in the Bahamas. All y ou need to do is to 
open a main office there and y ou become a Ba­ 
hamian corporation even if the whole of y our 
business is in th^ United States.

co ursing a t 1 8 ,000 miles an ho ur 5 6 0 miles 
abo v e the earth, we can begin to learn 
many things. 
This first artificial mo o n is perhaps crude 
in its co mplement o f reco rding instruments. 
Mo re refined equipment such as will be co n­ 
tained in o thers planned by Russia and the 
United States will indicate much to scien­ 
tists abo ut the size and shape o f o ur o wn 
planet. 
They say that satellites whirling in o rbits 
o v er lo ng perio ds may tell us whether, as 
so me scientists co ntend, the earth’s land 
areas are in mo tio n. The full nature and ex ­ 
tent o f o ur “ atmo spheric co v er” may be di 
v ulged, to o . 
But, inev itably , men will alway s mark 
the date o f Oct. 4 , 1 95 7 . Fo r that was the 
mo ment in histo ry when it was demo n 
strated that they co uld in fact reach o ut to 
the bey o nd, to enter into co mpetitio n—in a 
mo dest way —with the heav enly bo dies we 
o bserv e aro und us. 
All scientists to day are giv ing the So v iet 
Unio n great credit fo r translating ho pe into 
reality . That the Russians were first sho ws) 
us co nv incingly that their scientific base is 
bro ad. It indicates—and this wo uld seem to 
be o f massiv e impo rtance—that the state o f 
their ro cket dev elo pment is well adv anced. 
Our scientists are so mewhat cautio us. 
But there is a feeling the Russians co uld 
no t hav e launched their satellite witho ut a 
ro cket o f tremendo us po wer and speed. 
That they did suggests to so me that their 
claim o f hav ing a lo ng-range interco ntinen­ 
tal ballistic missile may reflect the truth. 
Sho uld this be true, then they are indeed 
o utpacing us in a v ital field. And that wo uld 
giv e their spinning mo o n majo r military as 
well as general scientific significance fo r all 
the peo ples o f the glo be. 
He who is first is no t alway s best. But 
the satellite’s insistent radio signals may be 
a reminder to us fo r a go o d time to co me 
that, no t hav ing been first, we hav e a huge 
task ahead o f us if we wo uld try to be 
best. 
At stake is no t o nly man’s adv enture into 
space but the safety and well-being o f his 
earth-bo und millio as. 


It is interesting that the Bahamas also agree 
to the anony mity of the shareholders of corpora­ 
tions which means that it can be used as a base 
for raiders of American corporations The pam ­ 
phlet say s; 
". . . All of the bank s and trust companies 
in the Bahamas provide nominee service at nomi­ 
nal cost and will refuse to reveal the identity of 
the real person in interest. . . .*< 
Furtherm ore, “As long as the Bahamian com­ 
pany has a Registered Office within the Colony , 
there are no restrictions as to the place of its 
principal office. Meetings of either shareholders 
or directors may be held any where in the world." 
This is a particularly satisfactory arrangem ent as 
it is not even necessary to go to Nassau, if one is 
not so minded. A lawy er can attend to all that is 
necessary to achieve this tax avoidance or evasion. 
However, Nassau is a peasant place to go to 
in the winter; it lies south and east of Florida 
and one can fly to Miami Beach or Palm Beach 
handily . Therefore, the tax-avoider might just as 
well go down there to look after his interests. In 
fact, the place is becoming an American tourist 
attraction and as the Colony seek s dollars, it is 
very gratify ing, to it, tha t in 1956, $33,000,000 
found its way there. 
The pamphlet tells y ou that y our tax avoid­ 
ance m ust be bona fide, which y our lawy er, I am 
sure, will show y ou how to do. Some people pre­ 
fer Liechtenstein, Panam a or Liberia and recent­ 
ly , Venezuela has become somewhat popular as a 
tax-avoidance center. But the Bahamas offer all 
the facilities that all these places do plus an ex­ 
cellent climate. Besides, if y ou have? a tax-avoid­ 
ance office there, y ou can put the expenses of a 
winter visit on y our expense account so that prac­ 
tically speak ing, y ou save money no m atte r how 
y ou look at it. 
If this game appeals to y ou, please do not 
write to me as I am not expert in tax-avoidance. 
Ask y our lawy er and if he declines to advise y ou 
for one reason or another, probably ethics, write 
to the authors of the aforesaid pamphlet. They 
undoubtedly can set y ou up, until Congress does 
something about it. which is not lik ely before our 
economy collapses.

Responsibility for Child's 


Ey e Care Rest$ With Parents

It has been estimated by the National Society 
for the Prevention ol Blindness that about nine 
million of the United States’ 36 million schctol 
children need some form of ey e care. Some who 
need this care and do not receive it may become 
blind. O thers are lik ely to go through life with 
serious handicaps in education and psy chology 
as a result. 
* 
The responsibility for obtaining ey e care for 
children who need it rests first with the parents 
Youngsters often tlo not k now that they have 
ey e trouble. Even if they do, they are unlik ely 
to talk about it. Impaired vision can cause dis­ 
comfort and m aladjustment in school. It is some 
times followed by truancy and delinquency , 
ACCORDING TO one New York educator 
loss of an ey e through injury may be responsible 
for disobedience, quarrelsomeness, tem per tan 
trums, truancy and cruelty . Crossed ey es produce 
an emotional as well as visual difficulty . 
Youngsters who are nearsighted may engage 
too much in solitary activities not conducive to 
mental health. The farsighted y oungster may be 
come lazy , inattentive, extroverted or mischievous 
in school. 
MOST VIHCAL defects in y oungsters can tx 
corrected by glasses. However, some may need 
other forms of treatm ent. 
There are certain precautions which parent 
should tak e: Keep sharp instruments away from 
children; mak e sure toy s are suitable for the 
child’s age; supervise play as much as possible 
and teach a child never to rub his ey es with 
du ty hands. 
T ilt H TH E problem becomes one of avoiding 
injury , identify ing defects as early as {» ossible 
and tak ing corrective measures. Awareness on 
the part of the parents that difficulties in school 
reflect some ey e disorder is particularly impor 
tant.
